listed coadjutors, agreed with colonist*, and 
made other preparation*, including the small 
supply of arms which led to hi* arrest; aid was 
nearly on the point of tailing for America when 
he wa* selxed. We are confident that hit re- 
lease cannot be delayed, for there can be no 
doubt the suspicions against himare groundless. 
Political objects in Europe,and potilical hopes, 
he ha* none whatever, and least of all, would 
he engage in any conspiracy of the kind attrib- 
uted to him.—JV.
